Gentlemen ; 

We  present  herewith  the  fifteenth  annual  report 
of  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Taxpayers'  Associa- 
tion of  Schuylkill  County  for  the  investigation  of 
County  accounts  and  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer, 
showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  nine  months 
ending  Xovember  30th.  1911. 

The  reason  that  this  covers  only  nine  months  is 
due  to  the  change  in  the  law  that  th.e  year  ends 
November  30th,  1911,  instearl  of  INIarch  1st  as  hereto- 
fore. in  conforinit\'  with  the  new  laws  co'sering  town- 
ship accounts. 

The  total  e.xpenditures  were  SI, 743. 58  in  that 
time,  while  the  levy  was  for  tlie  tweh'e  months,  con'-'e- 
cpaently  the  bills  are  limited  to  this  length  of  time  andi 
do  not  include  all  attorney's  fees,  or  other  charges. 
During  the  month  of  January  some  $500  was  charged 
while  in  February  the  accounts  outstanding  will  re- 


duce  the  balance  to  at  least  $1000.  We  submit  here- 
with the  Treasurer’s  account  giving  balance  as  of 
December  2nd.  1911.  showing  balance  on  hand  of 
$1,854.17. 

On  account  of  the  small  amount  of  expenses  dur- 
ing the  year  it  would  be  possible  to  complete  the  pres- 
ent year  with  a smaller  levy  amounting  to  about 
$3,000.  AVe  would  recommend  that  a tax  be  collected 
from  the  different  associations  sufficient  to  realize  that 
amount.

Fifteenth  Annual  Report 


Pottsvilfe,  Pa.,  Jan.  20th,  1912. 

To  the  Special  Committee  of  the 

Taxpayers’  Association. 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  present  the  fifteenth  annual  report 
covering  the  work  of  your  officers  during  the  past  year 
and  showing  the  financial  condition  of  Schuylkill 
County. 

'I'he  financial  condition  of  the  County  which  will 
he  shown  in  detail  in  our  printed  report,  will  show 
an  iinpro\-ement.  The  improvement  in  the  County  re- 
ceipts is  due  to  the  earlier  collection  of  taxes,  most  of 
them  l)eing  collected  during  the  vear  and  prior  to 
January  1st,  1912,  while  the  larg'e  balance  remaining 
uncollected  on  pre\-ious  years  is  added  in. 

I he  terms  of  nearl)-  all  the  county  officers  com- 
menced this  year,  therefore  the  balances  to  the  credit 
ol  the  sej)arate  offices  ha\’e  been  transferred  to  tl’e 
County  funds. 

The  expenditures  in  1911  were  $20,000  more  than 
in  1910.  hluch  of  this,  howe\-er.  was  due  to  the  hold- 
ing o\  er  of  accounts  tb.at  should  have  been  paid  in 
1910  but  were  not  paid  until  1911. 


The  appropriations  for  this  year  are  not  yet  made, 
as  the  law  permits  them  to  be  made  prior  to  February 
15tli,  but  a levy  of  5^2  mills  for  County  purposes 
should  be  suftfcient  to  meet  all  probable  demands  on 
the  treasur}-. 

d'he  total  expenditures  for  1911  were  $396,227.9.2 
com[)are(l  to  $376,207.23  for  the  x'ear  1910. 

An  increase  will  prol)abl}-  be  necessar}'  in  the 
I'diiuled  Debt  account  as  during  the  past  year  the 
bonded  indebtedness  was  increased  by  an  issue  of 
$.500,000  bonds,  drawing  4'd  interest,  and  knorvn  as 
the  Insane  Asylum  Bonds.  The  present  state  of  th^ 


Funded  Debt  is  as  follows:

( )n  the  1st  of  January,  1912,  the  sums  of  $21,400 
])a}  ab]e  1921,  and  $4,000,  payable  in  1919  were  called 
and  are  being  redeemed.  The  increase  of  interest  in 
the  Funded  Del)t  account  will  be  oyer  $20,000  a year, 
])rc)perly  chargeable  to  the  Insane  Asylum. 

An  item  of  receipts  is  the  item  of  interest  on 
dei)osits  paid  at  the  end  of  the  County  Treasurer’s 
term,  amounting  to  $8,714.86.  In  this  connection  we 
\\-(.ndd  say  that  this  payment  is  made  but  once  eyery 
three  r’car.s,  ^vhile  it  is  customary  to  pay  indiyiduai 
de])Ositors  interest  on  the  deposits  eyery  six  months, 
loearing  from  two  to  three  per  cent,  according  to  the 
ch.aracter  of  the  deposit.  No  such  notice  is  taken  in 
count}-  affairs  but  this  remains  entirely  under  control 
of  the  Treasurer  unless  the  Controller  sees  fit  to  make 
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them  comph'  with  the  rule.  The  balance  transferred 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  Courts  office  is  $11,216.11. 

The  only  litigation  which  the  Association  has  had 
during  the  past  year  is  the  completion  of  the  Grow 
and  Jones  case,  a reminder  of  the  campaign  of  1909 
when  prosecutions  were  brought  for  election  frauds. 
This  matter  has  been  before  the  lower  courts  as  well 
as  the  Superior  Court  and  is  finally  decided.  The  posi- 
tion taken  by  the  representatives  of  the  Association 
was  full}-  sustained  as  per  order  of  the  Superior  Court 
quoted  herewith : 

“Our  dut}-  is  to  conform  our  decisions,  wil- 
lingl}'  and  not  grudgingly,  to  the  law  as  required 
b}-  the  court  of  last  resort.  The  discharge  of  that 
dut}'  leaves  us  no  alternati\-e  : we  are  constrained 
to  hold  that  the  order  of  the  learned  judge  of  the 
court  lielow,  dated  April  10,  1911,  setting  aside 
the  judgment  of  the  court  l)elow  and  g'ranting  the 
defendant  a new  trial  was  made  without  authority. 
That  order  dated  April  10,  1911,  setting  aside 
the  judgment  and  granting  the  defendant  a new 
trial,  is  re\-ersed  and  the  record  is  remitted  to  the 
court  below  with  the  direction  to  carrv  into  effect 
the  sentence  imposed  l)y  the  court  below  on  May 
•9,  1910,  and  to  this  end  it  is  ordered  that  the  de- 
fendant forthn'ith  appear  m the  court  l;elo\\'  and 
that  he  lie  l)y  that  court  committed  until  he  has 
complied  with  so  much  of  said  sentence  as  had 
not  been  performed  at  the  time  the  said  order  of 
April  10,  1911,  \\-as  made." 

In  this  case  we  endorsed  the  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  Court  below  and  the  result  shows  that 
we  were  fully  ^^•arranted  in  doing  so. 

A\'e  attach  hereto  a report  on  the  Criminal  Court 
proceedings  for  this  last  vear: 

The  cases  returned  to  the  Criminal  Court  last 
year  were  less  than  in  any  year  since  1907,  when  there 
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were  1,329  cases  returned.  The  number  last  year  was 
1.444  of  which  136  remained  undisposed  of  at  the  close 
of  the  ^■ear.  4'he  other  1,308  were  disposed  of  as  fol- 
lows :

'J4ie  ignored  l)ills,  nolle  prosequis  and  pleas  of 
guilty  numliered  968  leaidng  only  340  cases  that  were 
disposed  of  by  jur}-  trials  or  hearings  by  Court  without 
a jury. 

Shenandoah  furnished  367  of  the  whole  number 
returned,  iMahanoy  Cit}-  225,  Pottsville  195,  Aliiiers- 
ville  167,  districts  east  from  Cumbola  to  Coal  Dale 
146,  AlcAdoo,  Kline,  Kush,  Ryon  and  the  Unions  120, 
Alahanoy  \'alle}'  west  from  Gilberton  103,  St.  Clair 
north  to  Frackville  48,  A\'est  end  of  County  45,  and 
Schuylkill  Hayen  and  districts  south  of  Pottsville  28. 

The  decrease  in  the -number  of  cases  reduces  ma- 
terially the  cost  of  the  Court,  still  the  amounts  col- 
lected from  the  litigants  were  as  much  as  previous 
years,  d'his  matter  is  to  be  watched  carefully  in  or- 
der to  see  that  the  costs  are  properly  paid  and  the 
time  of  one  of  our  officers  is  taken  up  nearly  entirely 
in  assisting  in  the  collection  of  such  costs.  The 
actual  amount  collected  by  him  during  the  past  year 
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was  $9,160.88,  which  was  turned  over  to  the  follow- 
ing officers;  Sheriff,.  $8,005.81 ; Prison,  $429.49;  Clerk 
of  Courts,  $613.81;  Justices  and  Constables,  $111.77.

This  does  not  include  the  amount  expemled  on 
the  new  Insane  Hospital  which  at  this  time  is  but  half 
finished  and  it  is  impossible  to  state  its  complete  cost. 

The  County  borrowed  $500,000  and  on  the  1st  of 
January  had  expended  only  ,$203, 000  but  the  contracts 
for  the  building  and  its  e([uipment  amount  to  $438,- 
118.08.  The  actual  expense  to  the  Countv  for  this 
latest  improvement 'Cannot  now  lie  gi\'en  nor  the  re- 
sult of  the  building.  So  far  there  is  little  chance  of 
economy  in  its  management.  'I'he  judges  of  this 
Court  during  the  past  year  have  appointed  a number 
of  Trustees  to  take  charge  of  the  same  but  retain  the 
Directors  of  the  Poor  to  take  charge  of  the  other  por- 
tion of  the  Almshouse.  It  will  take  onl\-  a i-ear  or  so 
to  prove  the  question  of  cost.  The  average  cost  of 
the  State  Asylums  is  greater  than  tlie  amounts  to  lie 
received  for  the  care  of  insane  li}-  tlie  Coimt\-  together 
with  the  amount  paid  liy  tlie  Counti-.  W'liether  this 
will  prove  a burden  to  the  taxpryers  will  be  known 
in  the  next  year  or  so.  From  the  figures  of  co.^t  under 
state  management,  it  will  surely  be  a relief  to  the 
State.  The  general  management  of  the  .Vlmshotme 
has  remained  the  same  but  t’-ere  will  be  danger  in 
having  a dual  management,  tite  inxane  asvlum  in 
tr.e  Hands  of  the  Trustees  who  dratv  no  'alar\’  and  thc- 
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other  departments  of  the  Almshouse  in  the  hands  of 
the  Directors  paid  for  their  services. 

] would  refer  to  the  faithful  services  of  Mr.  A. 
J.  Shortall,  Investigating  Officer,  who  has  kept  a 
careful  watch  over  the  affairs  of  the  County,  and  Mr. 
J.  A.  Zimmerman,  whose  work  has  been  mainly  as- 
sisting in' the  collections  of  costs,  making  a larger  in- 
come to  the  funds  of  the  County.  Without  the  ser- 
vices of  these  assistants,  the  work  of  your  Committee 
would  be  extremely  limited.

The  C ount}'  recei]4ts  in  1911  were  nearly  $150,- 
000  greater  than  in  either  of  the  previous  two  years. 
This  is  accounted  for  by  the  large  amount  received 
on  account  of  taxes  of  the  current  year  and  of  the  year 
previous.  The  tax  duplicates  were  issued  early  in 
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1911  and  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  amount  of 
the  duplicate  was  paid  over  before  the  close  of  the 
year. 

In  1910  the  duplicates  were  issued  late  in  the 
year  and  many  of  the  sixty  day  settlements  occurred 
in  1911  and  the  payments  on  account  of  the  1910  du- 
plicate in  1911  was  $1 13,558.59  compared  to  $99,014.03 
paid  over  on  account  of  the  1910  duplicate  before  the 
close  of  that  y-ear.  The  miscellaneous  receipts  in 
1911.  were  $35,000  more  than  in  either  of  the  two 
preAuous  years.  The  officers  balances  paid  over  at 
the  close  of  their  terms,  $13,839.83,  the  interest  on 
treasury  balances,  etc.  $10,786.02,  a transfer  of  $3,500 
from  the  new  hospital  account  to  county  funds,  the  re- 
payment by  \A'est  Penn  township  of  about  $3,000  due 
on  account  of  a new  road  built  by^  the  State  some  y^ears 
ago,  and  which  the  State  authorities  deducted  from 
the  County  s share  of  the  State  personal  tax,  when  the 
township  failed  to  pay,  and  some  other  miscellaneous 
receipts  are  responsible  for  the  increase. 

The  State  personal  tax  returnefl  to  the  County 
m 1911  was  $2,650  more  than  the  amount  returned  in 
the  pre^  ions  y’ear  and  when  the  pavment  was  made 
to  the  State  it  was  not  necessary  to  borrow  anv  of  it 
from  the  County  fund. 

The  Com  t costs  collected.  $17,913.83,  was  up  to 
the  average  of  previous  years,  if  an  exception  is  made 
as  lO  the  y^ear  1910,  wdien  the  larger  amount  paid  over 
by  Ex-Shenff  Evans  at  the  close  of  his  term  swelled 
the  collections  for  that  year  to  $22,257.62.

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The  amount  released  to  the  County  by  litigants, 
mulcted  for  cost,  and  their  friends  is  estimated  at  sev- 
eral thousands  of  dollars  each  year. 

Outstanding  Taxes, 

At  the  close  of  1911  there  was  a big  reduction  in 
t|he  taxes  outstanding,  being  only  5138,638.44,  of 
which  566,096.16  was  for  taxes  of  1911  and  S72,a42,28 
for  taxes  of  previous  years. 

At  the  close  of  1910  the  outstanding  ta.xes  am- 
ounted to  5238,066.73.  of  which  516a, 329. 64  was  for 
taxes  of  1910  and  572,737.09  for  previous  years. 

At  the  close  of  1909  the  taxes  outstanding  am- 
ounted to  5194.330.54,  of  which  5122.441.99  was  lor 
taxes  of  1909  and  571,885.55  for  pretdous  years. 

The  large  reduction  in  the  ta.xes  outstanding  at 
the  close  of  1911  is  all  in  the  taxes  of  the  current 
}'ear,  the  old  l:ialances  remaining  altout  the  same  from 
year  to  year,  much  of  them  being  fictitious,  as  many  of 
the  collectors  ha^•e  not  been  allowed  their  exonera- 
tions, which,  if  allowed,  would  wipe  out  much  of  these 
balances.

The  financial  condition  of  the  countv  at  the  be- 
ginning of  1912  shows  an  impro\-ement  over  its  condi- 
tion one  year  ag'o.  There  is  a substantial  balance  on 
hand  and  all  bills  hai'e  been  paid  up  to  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  This  was  not  the  case  last  year,  when 
many  bills  remained  unpaid  and  the  balance  on  hand 
was  only  521.005.  ATiile  most  of  the  taxes  have  been 
collected  and  paid  over,  it  ought  to  lie  possible  for  the 
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count}’  to  get  along  for  the  next  tour  nionths  wnthout 
resorting  to  teni]X)rary  loans.

The 
ether  large  payment  from  this  account  was  a transfer 
of  $11,000  to  the  funded  debt  account  to  pav  the  in- 
terest for  six  months  on  the  bonds  and  the  State  tax. 
The  other  payments  were  $215.31  to  Cornell  Co.  on 
account  of  a supplemental  contract  for  the  repair  of 
the  power  house.  .‘^^25  to  John  C.  Porter  on  account  of 
contract  for  sinking"  well.  The  other  pavments  for 
ad\’ertising.  inspectors  salary.  sur4'e'\dng  and  inciden- 
tals brings  the  total  to  $203,725.16. 

The  architects  receix  ed  in  addition  to  the  commis- 
sions charged  against  the  new  hospital  account  nearly 
$2,000  for  plans  and  specifications.  All  bidders  were 
charged  for  plans  and  specifications,  and  this  money 
went  into  the  County  treasury  and  is  accounted  for  in 
this  statement  under  the  head  of  incidentals.  This 
money  was  then  paid  to  the  architects  bv  warrants 
signed  by  the  Commissioners.
